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Saturday Reading Skills Program 


A Program in the Wilmington 
Public Schools of Educationally 
Disadvantaged Children. 

In testing and evaluating young- 
sters for the regular school read- 
ing » we have uncovered 
some 443 children who have read- 
ing problems in varying degrees 
of severity, Many of the testees 
‘show two or more years reading 
retardation in relation to their ac- 
tual grade placement.s 

With the aid of Federal Funds, 
under Title I, it will be possible for 
the Town of Wilmington to conduct 
specialized reading classes, to be 
located in ‘Target Schools’, on 
Saturday mornings, from 9 am to 
12 noon, for tweny Saturdays, 

In these classes we can serve 
approximately one-third of the se- 
verest cases, catering especially 
to those children for whom we 
desire advancement closer to or 
beyond their grade placement in 
reading. 

It is our intention to attack this 
problem from the standpoint of 
individual needs - individualized 
corrective programs geared to 
the needs of the individual rea- 
der - with particular attention to 
the development of basic reading 
skills and comprehension, The 
anticipated teacher-load will be 
one teacher to each six pupils, 


Project Description 

1, Educational Needs, 

A, The special educational needs 
are as follows:

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Was somebody shot? 


RIFLES IN HAND: State Police escort three Wilmington boys to 
the waiting cruisers, near the gravel pit just north of the Wilmington 
line. 


No one was wounded, in the 
shooting that took place in An- 
dover, just north of the Wilming- 
line, Saturday afternoon, 

Corp. Longval of the Andover 
Barracks is the authority for this 
statement. The State Police picked 
up six youths, all carrying wea- 
pons, and parts of two different 
hunting parties, All six were 
released without charges, Four 
of them were Wilmington youths, 

The two hunting parties, the 
State Police said, were shooting in 
the direction of each other, with 
@ grove of trees between them, 

The area, off Wilmington Road 
in Andover, is cleared of trees 
because of a gravel operation, and 
if the youths were shooting in the 
direction of each other through a 
growth of trees it would seem that 
they were in the ‘Camp Forty 
Acres’ part of Wilmington, which 
is just south of the gravel pits 
in Andover, 

Meanwhile persistant rumors in 


Wilmington state that two men 
were shooting at each other, from 
behind trees, in Wilmington Sat- 
urday afternoon, and that one of 
them was wounded ‘creased’ by a 
bullet on his upper right arm, 

The Andover State Police Bar~ 
racks were alerted by two sepa- 
rate visits from motorists, Sat- 
urday afternoon that there was a 
wounded man in the gravel pit, 
The Wilmington Fire Department 
also received a call of the same 
nature, with the man being at the 
intersection of Route 125 and An- 
dover Street, in Wilmington, 

State Police, alerted by the mes- 
Sages, scoured the area where Wil- 
mington and Andover meet for 
about two hours, Saturday after- 
noon, At one time there were five 
State Police cars, an unmarked 
state vehicle, a Wilmington Police 
Cruiser and the Wilmington Am- 
bulance, all on Wilmington Road 
in Andover. 

The search was called off short- 
ly after 6 pm,

Finally I left Perth to continue 
my travels to the southern part of 
W.A., via Bunbury, Augusta, Al- 
bany, Esperance and Norseman, 
Here I hitched a ride on a semi- 
trailer for myself and my scooter 
to cross the Nullarbor Plain 1269 
miles to Adelaide, 

This crossing is almost com- 
pletely through uninhabited arid 
wasteland, We finished this trek, 
which includes 570 miles of un 
paved road, in 2 1/2 days and 
arrived in the capital of South 
Australia a bit weary, The lights 
of Adelaide at night provide a col- 
orful spectacle from any of the 
surrounding hills, 

‘The day that I left for Melbourne 
I drove 320 miles, my longest on 
‘the scooter to day, The remaining 
150 miles I covered easily the next 
day finally arriving at the home of 
friends whom Fm now visiting, 
Some of you may have met Diane 
Tipper, the daughter of this family, 
while she was staying with my fam- 
fly some months after our initial 
meeting in Spain, 

During my stay here Pve enter- 
tained in the Melbourne area in- 
cluding a television appearance, 
A ten day visit to a typical sheep 
station, owned by friends of the 
Tippers, gave me an on-the-spot 
look at one particular type of 
‘Aussie’ outback life. On this sta~ 
tion of 32,000 acres, 42 miles from 
town, the care of the 6,000 Merino 
sheep provided me with some very 
practical experience, I helped in 
all chores from mustering sheep 
on horseback to sheering, 

Australia is a country laboring 
under the pains ofdevelopment and 
some of the problems of the early 

USA are in evidence here, In an 
area which approximates that of 
our own country we find only 11 
million ‘Aussies’ to take on the 
gigantic task of expanding the in- 
dustrial and economic posture 
of their country, 

If follows that one ofthe greatest 
needs here 1s population expansion, 
This is partly being rectified by the 
immigration of people from most 
parts of the world, The problem 
incurred in this fs'the same as it 
was, and still istoa lesser degree, 
in America, 

I believe that it requires an ac- 
ceptance of fellow citizens, whe- 
ther new or old, regardless of 
national origin, to advance the 
country by using the most advan- 
tageous charactieristics of each 
Group, A vast range of relatively 
untapped natural resources pro- 
vides the basic materials for this 
advancement and the resignation of 
the people as a nation can made the 
difference of rate of expansion, 

In most areas outside the cities 
kangaroos are common although 
the koala bears are not as plenti- 
ful as in the past, The vast cen- 
tral desert area of the continent is 
uninhabited except by the remain- 
ing tribes of Aboriginal natives, 
Their status here is much like that 
of the American Indian in the mid 
1800's, 

T hope to be moving towards Syd- 
ney within a few days if I can 
‘escape’ the over-abundant hospi- 
tality of the Tippers, 

r visiting some friends there 


T intend to visit the Brisbane area, 


after which Pll be heading for New 
Zealand, As I still intend to visit 
Formosa, Japan and Hawail, I ex- 
Pect that it will be quite a few 
more months before I see Wil- 
mington again, 
Until that time I wish to sendyou 
all my best regards from ‘Down 
Under’, where the hot SUMMER is 
quickly approaching,
